The simplicity “of; this” ‘instrument, 
its completeness, and its effectiveness 
may be realized when»it is seen that 
all these aa oh ‘and phenomena are 
brought about “ad the simple method 
of turning a handle. 

Numerous Hear mers have been made 
by inventors to perfect ar instrument 
simple and automatic for.the teaching 
of astronomical, mathematical and 
physical geography in schools and 
colleges and the demonstration proves 
that a Canadian in Mr. Park of Brant- 
ford has at last succeeded where oth: 
ers have failed.

The Indians come from many 
miles around and camp; their faces 
are painted and their persons decora- 
ted with beads. ‘A bonfire is. built in 
the centre of. the camp and they 
dance around.this. The fire ig kept 
burning uniformly all the time. 
This serves also as their light, The 
adoption dance is rather quiet, more 
so than ether dances. The women 
do most of the singing, and in a very 
low tone. They dance’ around the 
circle>in twos, The men dance‘ to- 
gether in front; and the women to- 
gether in the rear. | The two leaders 
in front are usually the ones who are 
adopting -the. child, . They carry tin 
pails; in these are rubber balls, 
which bounce and keep-time with 
the drummer. This is all the music 
they. have to dance by. Jf a large 
crowd is assembled they May have 
two or three drums. At these dan- 
ces good. order is kept. * No drunk- 
enness is allowed. The dance is in 
a grove, and if anyone does not be- 
have decently they tie him to a tree 
for the rest. of the dance. | After the 
performance they hold.a great feast 
wich lasts all day.
